It  should 
not  be  the  meridian  or  fullest  develop- 
ment, nor  the  zenith  of  accomplishment. 

This  should  not  be  a  time  of  boasting, 
for  unless  one's  recognized  accomplish- 
ment is  grounded  in  literacy,  knowledge, 
intellectualism,  and  language  skills  it 
bespeaks  miseducatlon.  College  is 
useless  if  you  leave  it  as  Illiterate  as  when 
you  came."
